The secretary’s report attributed 
strengthened farm price in part to 
stabilizing activities undertaken by 
the government. He said these ac­ 
tivities included full use*of price 
support 
programs 
authorized by 
j Congress, increase in grain stor­ 
age facilities, emergency loans on 
wheat, emergency aid to farmers 
in drought areas and a special 
beef-buying program. 
Looking ahead. Benson said the 
demands 
upon 
agriculture 
will 
grow heavier. By 1975, he said, the 
nation will likely need the procue- j 
tion equivalent of an additional 115 
million acres of improved cropland ! 
to keep pace with the demands of a 
growing population.

For the benefit of those people 
who have gotten the idea that the 
danger of rabies has passed, Dr. 
Thelma C. Buckthorpe. C o u n t y 
health officer, said this morning 
the situation is still dangerous and 
there can be no let-up in the cam ­ 
paign against stray dogs, cats or 
wild animals. 
Since the first of the year the 
Southeast Laboratory here has ex­ 
amined 42 animal heads from a 
seven-county area and has found 21 
positive cases of rabies. 
By counties it has been: Cape 
Girardeau County; seven heads ex­ 
amined; five positives and two neg­ 
atives; Dunklin County, one head, 
negative; 
Madison County, t w o 
heads, one positive, one negative; 
Mississippi County, three heads, 
one positive and two negatives; 
New Madrid County, four heads; 
two positive and two negative; 
Pemiscot County, one head, one 
positive; SCOTT C O U N T Y, 12 
HEADS; 
four 
POSITIVES 
AND 
eight 
NEGATIVE 
and 
Stoddard 
County, eight heads, seven positive 
and one negative. 
30 Heads Sent In 
During January the laboratory 
examined 12 heads finding, four 
positive- and eight negatives From 
February 1 to 26 inclusive there 
were 30 heads sent in and 17 posi­ 
tive cases were found; nine nega­ 
tives and four heads that were 
unsatisfactory because in killing 
the animals their brains had been 
blown out. 
Recently 
Dr. 
Buckthorpe 
an­ 
nounced it was possible that the 
Seott County quarantine could be 
lifted three weeks after the final 
immunization 
clinic 
because 
no 
new case of rabies haci been dis- 
ccvered. but on Feb. 19 a cat head 
was examined and found to be a 
positive case». This, of course, will 
extend the quarantine. 
Some misunderstanding arose fol­ 
lowing the1 announcement that the 
Southeast laboratory would hav«' 
to curtail its examinations of ani­ 
mal heads and some people believ­ 
ed it meant there would be no 
heads examined. 
The situation is this 
it costs $11. 
93 per head to make the exam in­ 
ation of animal heads and, as was 
to be expected, with the reports 
of rabies spreading throughout the 


area a lot of people got excited 
and killed animals that were only 
sick and sent the heads in asking 
for an examination just to satisfy 
their curiosity as to whether their 
animals did have rabies. 
When a head is examined if it 
shows up Nc'gria bodies (on which 
rabies are diagnosed) that ends it 
here but if the head shows up as 
negative the head is shipped on to 
Jefferson Citv for animal inocula­ 
tion because it sometimes happens 
that the heads are in such condi­ 
tion that the examination here fails 
to reveal 
any 
rabies. 
This, 
of 
course, adds to the expense per 
head. 
The funds of the laboratory have 
been curtailed and the personnel 
is not large enough to enable the 
laboratory to just go ahead and 
handle any and all cases sent in. 
Ruling Made 
So a ruling has been made that 
unless a veterinarian sends in the 
head and states the* animal showed 
symptoms of rabies or had had 
contac t with human beings the* lab­ 
oratory has to decline to make the 
examination at the state’s expense. 
If a veterinarian says the animal 
appeared to have rabies and had 
not had contact with human beings 
no examination will be made*. 
Rabies, as sumo people may not 
know, is primarily a disease of wild 
animals and of the wildlife* foxes 
are the most prevalent carriers of 
the disease*. Dr. Buckthorpe' sug­ 
gests that it might be a good idea 
to organize a fox hunt in the' coun­ 
ty and exterminate some* of the 
fox«'s, thereby lesse'n the* chances 
of th«' disease being spread to do­ 
mestic animals. 
In Sikeston. according to Mayor 
Chas. H. Butler, the special dog 
catcher has b«'«'n discontinued but 
all police officers have been in- 
structed to pick up stray dogs 
whe n found 
Dog owners must still keep their 
pets either penned up or on a leash 
for if they are caught running loose 
they will be picked up and im ­ 
pounded.

Missourian Submits 
Possible Right Answer 
To Farm Problem 


JEFFERSO N CITY 
F A Mis­ 
sourian submitted a possible solu­ 
tion to America’s farm problem 
today 
Ht> said the plan would at 
once save and rebuild th«' soil, 
eliminate losses from surplus agri­ 
cultural products and provide an 
amazing windfall for wildlife. 
Mel St«'«'n. fish and game direc­ 
tor for the Missouri Conservation 
Commission, is a farm er himself 
and an intense advocate of 
more 
and better w ildlife habitat. He’s al­ 
so a bitter critic of the present 
program that provides for govern­ 
ment purchase and storage of sur­ 
plus farm products- and. h«* said, 
an eventual national loss in the 
process. 
In March Issue 
In the March issue of the Mis­ 
souri Conservationist, th«- s t a t e 
wildlift' agency's monthly m aga­ 
zine which was published today, 
Steen explained what he calls a 
realistic solution to this "all-A m er­ 
ican issue. 
He suggested that 
the Unitt'd 
States "take surplus acres rather 
than surplus products out «if cir­ 
culation." Here’s his formula: 
New. Steen said, control of the 
farm problem means the sidling 
of quotas on the three major agri­ 
cultural products — wheat, corn 
and cotton. But that doesn’t i'lim- 
inate surpluses, he said It merely 
shifts them 
to uncontrolled prod­ 
ucts like soybeans or barley. 
The farmer, realizing he is in 
the “most hazardous business in 
America, 
will turn to some other 
crop. He can’t afford to l«>t his land 
lie idle, no matter how good a turn 
h« would be doing th** land, Ste«*n 
said. 
"He will produce whatever he can 
that will add to his income—his 
unstable econemic circumstances 
«•«impel him to do so.” 
But because of the surplus prob­ 
lem and because federal price-sup- 
port programs take the edg«' off 
th«' farmer'’s tricky economy, th«* 
government buys up surpluses and 
stores them away. 
The i'« 'lilt is that quotas this 
year would take 30 million acres 
cut of production <»r transfer them 
to some crop oth«T than cotton, 
corn or wheat. And the cost of 
storing the already existing su r­ 
plus« > amounts to half a million 
dollars a day. 
That means storage alone is cost­ 
ing about $180 
million 
a 
year, 
Steen said 
But for that amount, 
tlu- government could pay farmers 
at least $6 for each of those 30 
million acres that should b«> out 
ol production. 
And for that $6 annual “ rent,” 
the farm er would be required to 
plant ligumes or other soil build- 
ers under Steen's plan. He could 
not harvest the cm p It would lie 
on th«' land, helping it recover from 
the years and years of exploration. 
Then, if population changes or 
other shifts should require an in- 
crease in the amount of land put 
into production, those acres need­ 
l'd could be returni'd to active cul­ 
tivation 
Meacwhil«'. with a stable fet'd 
reserve to guard against the bad 
years, the gov«*rnment could forget 
the hug«* cost t»f buying up sur­ 
pluses just to bolster a falsi* farm 
economy, he said.

nor later than two years after the date of disapproval of 
the first plan. Any subsequent plan shall not be submit­ 
ted sooner than one year following the date on which the 
last vote on reorganization was taken. 
This section of the law makes plain that the above state­ 
ment is false and being circulated to bluff and browbeat 
you. 
It also makes it plain that if you lose your school 
and have your taxes raised it will be because you voted 
for it. 
Here are some of the things that are most likely to 
happen should the reorganization carry. 
1. Benton would get control of the new Board. 
2. They would have complete control of where we would 
have school of any kind. 
3. The high school would be at Benton. 
4. A bond issue (which would raise your taxes) to build 
and equip more rooms to take care of the high school 
at Benton. 
5. It would be impossible to carry such a bond issue.
